the Lord Gerard miſt Ten thouſand pounds in Jewels 
and Money ! And that one Bede/, who left his Lord- 
ſhips ſervice, Cozened him of God knows not what , 
( and ſome fay ) nor His Lordſhip neither!

Iiving at Ch.rizg-Croſs, for asking money that was due 
to him, his Lordihi 1p eallantly broke his ſtaff about bis 
Head, and aftcr that drew his Sword : hkewite cne 
Howard a Mercer at the Hen and Chickens, {ending his 
Partner to demand the money that was owing them by 
the Lord Gerard, his Lordſhip did box and beat the 
poor Ecllow up \and down the Chamber in 7 ki:e '- Hall, 
a place very ill becoming ſuch Injuries. Next a d Smith 
at St, 17arlins Lazeend, for only atironting his Lord- 
{hips Foot-man, and a Mcal-man his Neighbour, only 
tor taking the Smiths part, were both of them clapt 
into the Meſlc ngcrs cuſtody, and it coſt them dearly 
to be releafed, and admitted to begg his Lordfhips 
Pardon : : And Col. Streeter, for barely requelting his 
Lordihips cemp: i{110D, and med; ating for a Relcale for 
the two poor Citizens that were impriftoued about 
Cranes Evie, his Lordſhip ſwore that he W ould cut 
Sirceters T hroat, and burn Cade and U right s Huuſes, 
And werc it not tor the Law, «twearirg a great Oath) 
He would Burn the City; And Er. Garazer tells a 
more feartul ſiory, which heattcndcd at the Houlc of 
Commons door to rClate, but was not cailed upon.

Then tollows a pair of fa- 
mous Gaolers, Hugh Rowe, and Bayley, Keepers of the 
Gate-houſe, bath dead ſince they confelled their Perjury 


againſt that great Sufferer Mr. Fittoz, with very much 
C rejuctancy, 
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relufancy , before feyeral Neighbours, and. to Carr 
in particular 3 and have left behind thetn 'a black me- 
mortal of their Pranks : As Avery, 4dams, and Cottor, 
the preſent Keepers of Newgate can, and do relate :

lency than ff. Sup And then comes 1n another naked 
Gentleman, who had a Fluſh coat, which was borrow- 
ed purpolely for him to wear, upon the day of, the 
Tryal betwixt the Lord Gerard, and Mr. Fittor , the 
better to face ont, his Teftimony,z' And' Sir, I have 
breifly now hinted*unto you what a blefled crew, and 
upon what virtuous ties of friendſhip were muſtered 
up, and*combined together, to Swear out of doors
